AWFUL SCENES. 


Volcanic Kraptions In -lava-Sct-uOs 


of Terror. 


LONDON, August 28.—The latest ad- 


vices from JBatavia, the capital ot Java, 
show that the volcanic eruptions in that 
island are much more seiious than at 
first indicated. The disturbances began 
on tho island ot Krakatoa, in the strait of 
Sunda, about fifteen miles off tho coast 
of Java. Tho deep rumblings were dis- 
tinctly audible at Surakerta and Batavia 
about torty-flvo and twenty-two miles off. 
respectively. 
All through 
tho night 


showers of red hot rocks aud ashes fell, 
mukiug complete darkness in all these 
towns. 
In Batavia there was an 'Oc- 


casional 
Call, and it was difficult to 


keep the street lights burning in tho 
European post. By tho uesfcmorning all 
communication with Aujer was .cut off, 
all tho bridges having been destroyed by 
the descending rocks and ashes, and the 
road rendered impassable. 
The iirst 


eruptions were on Saturday night. 
On 


Sunday morning tho disturbances had 
extended beneath the waters ot tho strait, 
and they were soon boilmc and (hissing 
violently, while great waves dashed upon 
the Java near shores and the temperature 
of tho sea went up nearly twenty degrees. 
The threatening rurnblings.gradually be- 
came more and more distinct, and by and 
by tho Malia Meru, the largest ot the 
volcanoes of Java, was belching forth 
flames at 
a 
very 
alarming 
rate. 


Just before dark a groat luminous cloud 
formed over tho Ciunung Guntur, aud 
tho crater ot the volcano began to vomit 
np enormous streams oE white, acid,sul- 
phurous mud, besides large quantities ot 
lava. There were rapid successive ex- 
nlosions.followcd by tremendous showers 
of 
cinders and enormous fragments, 


which were high into tho air and scat- 
tered in all directions, to fall after the 
furco wus upeut upon tho valleys below, 
carrying death and destruction. 
With 


these terrible eruptions came sympa- 
thetic demonstrations from 
the 
soa. 


Tin: overhanging clouds were so sur- 
charged with electricity that 
at ono 


time ovor fifteen liugo water spouts 
wore soon. 
Those have continued at 


somewhat long intervals ever since. Men, 
women and children rushed in terror 
from their tottering dwelling places, fill- 
ing Iho air with thuir shrieks of horror. 
Hundreds were uuablo to get out botore 
tho houses fell and were buried beneath 
the great masses ot huge rocks and mud, 
which wore piled up where a tew hours 
before all had been peace, happiness, and 
fancied security. The Gunung Tenggor 
has not had an eruption before since the 
year 1SCO. 


TRIPLE TRAGEDY.. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 28—A horri- 


ble triple tradegy occurred here at noon 
to-day on Court street, within half a block 
ot the Court house. Jacob Bush, a rent- 
al agent and attorney in a small way, 
some time ago procured a divorce for 
Samuel Aldenberg, and there was a quar- 
rel over the fee. Finally, Bash sneu Al- 
denberg for slander. To-day tho latter 
met the former on the sidewalk, and, af- 
ter some words, drew a pistol, aud, at a 
distance of three feot, ahot him through 
the back, tho ball going clean through 
tho 
body 
aud causing death. 
Al- 


denberg then shot down to tho ground. 
The bullet glanced, and, making a slight 
llesh-wound on the arm ot a livery-stable 
employe, struck Sam Campbell, a well- 
known bookbinder, who was passing 
thirty feet away, entering his abdomen 
and making a dangerous and probably 
fatal wound. Aldeuburg then raised the 
pistol to his own head_ and snapped it, 
when the bystanders yelled aud rusbea 
at him. He run into the rear yard of a 
store, and placing the pistol to his head 
pulled tho trigger, scattering his braias 
aud causing instant death. Tho whole 
tragedy did aot take four minutes and 
occurred within a diameter of thirty teet 
in tho narrow street. Aldenburg was 
about GO years old. Bush and Campbell 
were middle aged, tho latter unmarried.

EKSOr. AUSTIN BI.AIK, OF 3I1CE1CJAS,

In a recent address at 
Bellevno, 


Mich., ex-Governor Austin Blaiv gave 
an account of the convention of gover- 
nors of northern states that met at 
Altoona, Pa., at the time ot tho issuing 
of tho emancipation proclamation by 
President Lincoln in 1SG2. Tho con- 
vtulioo was called to bring an indn- 
C'nce to bear r.pon President Lincoln to 
induce him to issue a proclamation or 
Jo some act. 'that should set at liberty 
the 4,000,000 slaves; but the president 
outwitted the twenty-two governors by 
issuing the proclamation tho same day 
their convention met. Tho governors 
then decided to go on to Washington 
and present to the president, not the 
urgent vcsolr.tions they had intended, 
but an address complimenting him 
upon the step he had taken. Tin's ad- 
dress was prepared in n.n able manner 
bv Gov. Andrew, of Massachusetts, who 
read it to President Lincoln aa ho sat 
at his desk, while the governors worn 
seated around the room. 
After that 


an incident happened that" Gov. Blair 
said ho had never before related to any 
one. Gov, Kirkwoocl, of Iowa, since a 
United States senator and secretary of 
tho interior, rose and said : 


"Mr. President,I should bo delighted 


could I return to my home and say to 
the people of Iowa that the president 
of the United T States believes Gen. 
GeorgoB. McCIellan is a loyal man." 
J-lo branched off upon other subjects 
connected with the war, and then closed 
by repeating, with more emphasis: "I 
should be glad, Mr. President, to be 
able to tell tlie people of Iowa that you 
believe in the loyally and patriotism of 
George B. McCIellan." 


Taking his 1'cfit down from the desk 


upon which they had been resting, Mr. 
Lincoln sprang to his feet and straight- 
ened up apparently two inches taller. 
than usual and said,, with much force 
and apparent excitability: 
"Loyal! 


Gcovge B". McCIellan is as loyal as any 
one of you." Then stopping a moment 
the president's face assumed its natur- 
ally pleasant look and ho continued, in
